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To  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Manchester, 

The  Public  Free  Libraries  Committee  present  the  following  Annual  Report: — 

In  presenting  the  twenty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Free  Libraries,  your 
Committee  have  to  record  that  the  issue  of  books  has  been  greater  by  111,000 
than  that  of  any  year  except  the  preceding  one.  There  have  been  966,468 
books  read,  or  an  average  of  2,777  per  day.  In  the  Reference  Library  and  at 
the  Chorlton  Branch  the  issues  have  increased,  but  at  the  other  Libraries  they 
are  somewhat  lower  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  visits  made  to  the  Reading-rooms  for  the  purpose  of 
perusing  the  magazines,  periodicals,  and  newspapers  has  been  about  1,991,000. 

Out  of  more  than  half-a-million  of  books  which  have  been  lent  for  home¬ 
reading  only  74  have  been  lost.  Of  these  44  were  replaced  or  paid  for  by  the 
borrowers  themselves,  and  ten  by  guarantors. 

That  the  action  of  the  Council  in  authorising  the  opening  of  the  Free 
Librai’ies  during  a  portion  of  every  Sunday  is  appreciated  by  those  whom  it 
was  intended  to  benefit,  is  evident  from  the  increasing  use  that  is  being  made 
of  the  institutions  on  that  day.  The  Reference  Library  has  been  visited  by 
8,039  persons,  as  against  6,975  last  year,  and  the  number  of  volumes  perused 
has  amounted  to  11,144,  as  compared  with  10,044  last  year.  The  following 
classification  shows  the  character  of  the  books  referred  to: — Theology  and 
Philosophy,  511 ;  History,  Biography,  Travels,  &c.,  2,053 ;  Politics  and 
Commerce,  736 ;  Science  and  Art,  2,760;  Literature  and  Polygraphy,  5,047; 
Specifications  of  Patents,  37.  The  Branches  have  been  used  122,600  times, 
or  an  average  of  2,418  for  each  Sunday.  Last  year  the  total  was  118,651,  and 
the  average  2,312,  The  Chorlton  Branch  has  again  had  the  largest  attendance, 
amounting  to  39,941,  or  an  average  of  850  per  Sunday.  The  smallest 
attendance  was  at  the  Rochdale  Road  Branch,  where  there  have  been  16,765 
visitors,  or  an  average  of  322,  being,  however,  an  increase  of  about  3,000  over 
the  previous  year.  This  seems  a  small  attendance  as  compared  with  that  at  the 
other  Branch  Libraries ;  but  the  accommodation  is  small,  and  there  is  every 
reason  for  believing  that  larger  buildings  would  attract  a  greater  complement 
of  readers. 

The  Reading-rooms  for  the  boys,  at  the  Chorlton  and  Ancoats  Branches, 
have  fully  justified  the  expectations  which  your  Committee  had  in  view  in  their 
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formation.  The  attendance  continues  to  increase  at  both  Libraries.  At  the 
former  Branch  55,885  volumes  were  used,  and  33,450  were  read  at  the  latter. 

The  Boys’  Reading-room,  which  has  been  provided  during  the  past  year  in 
the  basement  of  the  Hulme  Branch  Library,  was  opened  on  September  6th.  The 
very  great  attention  which  was  given  by  the  Chairman  and  the  City  Surveyor  to 
the  method  by  which  the  cellar  could  be  converted  into  a  new  Reading-room, 
has  resulted  in  the  production  of  a  light,  pleasant,  and  comfortable  room,  in 
which  upwards  of  250  boys  may  be  accommodated  at  one  time.  The  juvenile 
readers  who  have  attended  have  so  far  been  as  many  as  could  be  conveniently 
admitted. 

6,792  volumes  have  been  purchased  for  the  Libraries,  and  571  (besides 
pamphlets)  have  been  received  as  gifts,  making  a  total  of  7,364.  2,731  volumes 
have  been  withdrawn  from  the  Lending  Libraries  as  worn  out,  and  3,489  as 
otherwise  useless.  There  are  now  in  the  Reference  Library  64,077  volumes, 
and  in  the  Branches  83,554. 

Among  the  important  additions  to  the  Reference  Library  may  be  named — 
Audsley  and  Bowes’  Ceramic  Art  of  Japan;  the  Maps  and  Memoirs  of  the 
Geological  Survey  of  England  and  Wales ;  Photographs  of  Old  Halls  in 
Lancashire  and  Cheshire ;  The  National  Manuscripts  of  Ireland ;  Sclater  and 
Salvin’s  Exotic  Ornithology  ;  Eliot’s  Monograph  of  the  Felidae;  The  Lancashire 
Journal,  1738-40;  The  Manchester  Magazine,  1749-50;  The  Manchester 
Guardian,  from  1833  to  1878  (presented  by  the  Overseers  of  Manchester); 
The  Times,  from  1851  to  1865  (also  from  the  Overseers) ;  Catalogue  of  the 
Library  at  Chatsworth  (presented  by  the  Duke  of  Devonshire) ;  Catalogue  of 
the  Huth  Library ;  Lacroux’s  Brick  Construction ;  Fouque  and  Levy’s 
Microscopic  Mineralogy  ;  King’s  Systematic  Geology ;  Grego’s  Rowlandson  the 
Caricaturist ;  Larrainzar’s  Historia  de  America  ;  Playbills  of  the  Manchester 
Theatre  Royal,  from  1841  to  1875,  in  61  volumes,  and  a  complete  set  of  the 
Manchester  Observer ;  Mission  Scientifique  en  Mexique ;  Proceedings  of  the 
Institution  of  Civil  Engineers  (presented  by  the  Institution). 

The  number  of  Borrowers’  Cards  which  have  lapsed  since  the  last  Report  is 
9,965,  the  number  of  new  ones  issued  10,710,  and  the  number  now  in  force 
31,138,  being  an  increase  of  321  over  last  year. 

The  shelves  of  the  Branch  Libraries,  particularly  those  of  Ancoats  and 
Rochdale  Road,  have  for  some  time  past  been  encumbered  with  duplicates  and 
works  which  the  readers  frequenting  the  Libraries  do  not  read.  Many  of 

these  books  have  been  presented  in  former  years,  but  they  are  rarely,  if  ever, 

sed.  Some  of  them,  however,  contain  useful  and  interesting  information, 
and  are  in  fair  condition,  and  the  Committee,  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Chairman,  offered  a  number  of  them  to  the  Guardians  of  the  Manchester  and 
Chorlton  Unions  for  the  use  of  the  inmates  of  the  Workhouse  Hospitals,  and  to 
the  authorities  of  the  Infirmary  and  the  Hospital  for  Incurables  for  the  use  of 
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the  patients.  These  offers  have  been  thankfully  accepted.  The  Committee 
have  also  given  instructions  for  parcels  of  periodicals  and  papers,  vrhich  have 
done  service  on  the  Newsroom  tables,  to  be  made  up  weekly  and  sent  to  the 
same  institutions. 

After  the  death  of  the  late  Chief  Librarian  it  was  found  that  his  work  on  the 
Index  of  the  Eeference  Library  Catalogue  had  been  left  in  a  very  unsatisfactory 
state,  and  it  became  necessary  thoroughly  to  revise,  and,  in  many  instances,  to 
re-write  large  portions  of  it.  As  there  are  upwards  of  140,000  entries  of  names 
and  subjects  to  be  dealt  with  the  revision  has  interfered  with  the  progress  of  the 
printing,  but  the  Committee  have  now  the  satisfaction  to  feel  that  before  long 
the  complete  Index  will  be  at  the  service  of  the  public.  Copies  of  the  portions 
already  printed  are  placed  on  the  tables  for  the  use  of  the  readers  at  the 
Eeference  Library. 

New  Catalogues  for  the  Eochdale  Eoad  and  Cheetham  Branch  Libraries,  as 
well  as  a  Supplement  for  the  Hulme  Branch,  have  been  published  during  the 
year,  and  others  are  in  preparation  for  the  Ancoats  and  Chorlton  Branches.
